The Editor’s Chair 

What Mr, Slutsky had in mind 
in his letter of several weeks ago 
when he suggested that the layout 
of this paper might be improved 
is still an enigma to us. The make. 
up of the pages of this paper fol- 
low, more or less, the orthodox 
layout of most newspapers, wheth- 
er tabloid or not. Certainly, our 
pages could not be termed dull, 

Referring to Mr. Slutsky’s com- 
ment on the size of the pictures on 
Page One, there is little improve: 
ment that could be effected here. 
The photographs are purchased in 
matrix form from picture distrib- 
uting agencies and cannot be re: 
duced in size. However, this chair 
thinks that large pictures more 
often than not are more desirable 
than small pictures, 

The editorials, Mr, Slutsky said, 
could with pruning, be improved 
considerably. Here we must agree 
with him. However when he says 
that the editorial language might 
be brought closer to everyday 
speech, it is our contention that 
he is assailing the one part of a 
newspaper which should be invio- 
late from the wishes of the reader, 
except in cases, like the one 
above, in connection with the 
length of the editorials. The edi- 
torial page belongs to the editor, 
not the readers, If the editor 


’ sought to guide his editorial opim 


ion, verbiage, or subjects by what 
the readers wanted, he would be 
yielding a sacred prerogative, and 
sabotaging the personality of his 
publication, 


Probably most readers of this 
paper feel that Rabbi Wise is the 
one man to be entrusted with the 
task of fighting every battle of the 
Jew. Yet the editor has consis- 
tently fought this centralization of 
power in the hands of one man, 
Should the editor, then, change his 
opinion, | think that even the 
most rabid Wise supporter would 
answer in the negative, 

The editorial page, like a man’s

Rabbi Wise’s Career at Critical Point 


Only the deliberately-myopic can purport to 
read in the elevation of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
to the presidency of the Zionist Organization the 
unanimous call of the Jews of the United States 
to a great leader that some have declared his 
election to be. 

The truth is that Rabbi Wise, for once in his 
life, was not wanted to head the Z. O, A. He 
Was accepted without the vote of the delegates 
under an arrangement which varied not one whit 
from Herr Hitler’s most recent election tactics, 

Of the few truthful editors in the Anglo-Jew. 
ish press, two hazarded a statement as to what 
actually transpired in Providence where Rabbi 
Wise was within a dying man’s last breath of 
starting on the decline in American Jewish life. 

An editorial in the Jewish Ledger, of Hartford, 
Conn., declared in part: 

“The statement of the committee, read by 
Dr, Israel Goldstein, was a masterpiece of 
salve, and was in the classic tradition of eas- 
ing a man out of office for the sake of anoth- 
er, It released the tension of the delegates 
who were becoming restive by reason of the 
fact that for two and one-half davs they had 
been Wandering about Providence whilst the 
leaders were behind closed doors, ‘democrati 
cally’ ironing out the leadership problem, and 
the ambitions and squabbles within the Zion- 
ist Organization, Important problems were 
awaiting the deliberation of the delegates to 
the Zionist Convention: The problems of Pal- 
estine and of the Jewish settlement there in 
this particularly trying, critical time, there 
was the problem of reorganization of the 
movement to make it more effective; there 
was the matter of the cultural activities of 
the movement which continue to be tragically 
neglected; there was the problem of a grow- 
ing bureaucracy in the Zionist Organization 
against which delegate after delegate in con- 
versation in the corridors was fuming and 
fussing. But the convention waited for two 
and one-half days whilst in ‘smoke-filled 
rooms’ leaders were bartering for the glory 
and the spoils of office.” 

And another publication, the Chicago Jewish 
Chronicle, commenting on the disgusting manner 
in which the elected delegates were treated 
wrote: 

“The New England delegation under the 
leadership of Captain Evarts called a special 
meeting to protest against the delay. In open- 
ing this meeting the chairman of the New 
England delegation asked this question of the 
delegates—‘Are we delegates, or are We cat- 
tle?? One delegate shouted—‘We are cattle, 
because we came to such a convention,’ (This 
the audience applauded but the chairman 
took exception to this remark, namely, that 
cattle do not applaud), so therefore, it is as. 


sumed that we are delegates but treated like 
cattle. It was finally decided to send an ulti- 
matum to the peace makers to stop creating 
trouble, and proceed with the business of the 
convention, and if not, the delegates would 
leave for their homes. Soon after it was 
finally announced that pboth factions had 
reached an agreement.” 

For two and one-half days the fate of Rabbi 
Wise was debated, It was evident that the opin- 
ion of the rank and file of the delegates was defi- 
nitely anti-Wise, and that had the presidency ever 
been brought to an open vote Rabbi Wise would 
have been defeated, 

It is also evident that Rabbi Abba Hillel Sil- 
ver, or almost any dark horse for that matter, 
could have been elected had anyone sought to 
organize the delegates behind a new man. 

However, that is past history, 

But like all history, it teaches a lesson. And 
the man to whom it teaches the lesson most force- 
fully is Rabbi Stephen S, Wise, 

Rabbi Wise’s future is at stake. But even Rab- 
bi Wise must realize this, He knows that now, 
more than any one other Jewish man or group of 
Jewish men, the fate of many Jews of the world, 
rests in his decisions, and in his wisdom, 

It is a priceless victim whose destiny is at 
stake, 

The Providence Convention, mainly through 
Morris Rothenberg, placed a mandate in the 
hands of the new leadership in the Z. O, A. call 
ing for the decentralization of the Z. O, A, Rabbit 
Wise’s past history, and the story of his accom- 
plishments have in their resemblance to a one- 
man rule been in direct contradiction to this 
theory of governing, In this respect alone his 
stewardship of the Z, O. A. will be a severe test. 
Will Rabbi Wise subdivide the United States into 
Zionist Districts which will have a large measure 
of self autonomy or will he try to dictate the pol- 
ices of the Z. O, A, by himself? 

The Z. O. A, lost a remarkable opportunity in 
the past few years to skyrocket its membership 
and create the strongest Jewish organization in 
the world. It may yet salvage much from the 
carryover of. the days of Palestine’s unimpeded 
march into the eyes of the world as the greatest 
Jewish accomplishment of the modern era, 

Wihatever Rabbi Wise does in the next year 
will make history, Whether it: tells a story to 
posterity of grief and decline of the Jews of the 
world or recounts the march into a, great era of 
renewed freedom and opportunity for the Jews 
rests in the hands of one man—Rabbi Wise, But 
whatever Rabbi Wise does he should remember 
that a critical U, S. Jewry is watching him, Every 
step he takes will be watched by an awakened 
American Jewry, which last week almost decapi- 
tated this tumultous figure in American Jewish 
life. 


Jews the Best Warriors of the Twentieth Century 


Commenting on the disproportionate 
number of Jewish officers in the Italian 
expedition of aggrandizement into Abyssinia, a 
writer in the Morning Post, of London, wrote: 
“General Graziani is one of the number of Jews 
who have become notable miiitary comman- 
ders in the twentieth century, The Jews of Bible 
times were natural soldiers. But from the dl- 
aspora to the nineteenth century they turned 
their attention much more to the arts of peace, 
particularly commerce, In the twentieth century 
the names of Monash, Trotsky and Graziani, with 
many lesser, indicate a reversion, to the old tra- 
dition.” 

These words by the English writer followed 
on publication of the news that more than 300 
Jews held commissions in the Italian army, in. 
cluded among which were at least ten members 


of the general staff in the late African campaign, 
Il Duce Mussolini is reported to have stated 
when these figures were shown to him for com- 
ment that “the Jews have been great soldiers 
since the days of Joshua and King David.” 

In the letter column in this issue, Alfred M, E. 
Meyerowitz, deputy chief of staff of the Jewish 
War Veterans of the United States, makes the 
declaration that although cnly three per cent ot 
the nation’s population joined the armed forces of 
the U. S, during the World War, five per cent of 
the Jews of the country took part in the great 
conflagration.” 

Evidently then, it is true, that Jews are now 
in the twentieth century, the best warriors, The 
great number of Jewish prizefighters might be 
adduced in further support of this contention.

houses, 

According to an announcement made this 
week, Joseph Buloff, late of the Yiddish Art 
Troupe, has leased the Forty-Ninth Street Thea- 
tre from the Shuberts for a period of a year. At 
the same time announcemént was made of negoti- 
ations by the Artef, Yiddish group, to acquire the 
Longacre Theatre for the coming season, 

Paul Muni played with Yiddish troupes on the 


East Side for years before his superior portrayals 
won for him the attention of uptown producers. 
Jacob Ben Ami is another who, like Muni, got his 
start on the Yiddish stage. And now Molly Picon, 
inimitable Yiddish heroine, is reported to be seek- 
ing a leading part in a Broadway production for 
this fall. 

Never contaminated by the _ sophistication 
which has removed Broadway almost to the point 
of its divorcement from the general American 
scene, the Yiddish theatre has, probably more 
than any other aspect of the American stage, 
been a stage of folk plays.
